CONVOY WELL PROTECTED 


Adams County is exempted from 
sending any men on the next draft 
call, May 23th. 
Figures showing the 
quotas from the districts in the state 
were issued late Friday afternoon, 
and it was found that twenty two of 
the districts were not included. 
Ad­ 
ams County was one of these. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that the reason for 
the omission was that these twenty 
two had had so many young men vol­ 
unteer for the service since June first 
last 
that 
the 
credits relieved the 
counties from sending men 
on 
the 
new call. 
At draft boarJ headquarters here 
it is known that a large number vol­ 
unteered, their records indicating the 
men who were on the registration 
list who have gone into one or other 
of the branches of the Army. 
The 
first quota for the county last year 
was 283 but this was reduced to 241 
by forty two voluntary enlistments, 
and this new exemption show* that 
there has been further appreciable 
response to the call far volunteers. 
However,

County U relieved from sending men 
to camp on May 25th is a surprise 
quite generally for it was not known 
that credit was to be given at this 
time for enlistments. 
The nation-wide call is for 233,000 
men, the state cal! for 20,000 men 
to be distributed among four camps, 
and the general belief here was that 
Adams County would be called upon 
to furnish from fifty to seventy so 
that most of the remaining men in 
class one would have been taken with 
the exception of those held back be­ 
cause they were needed on farms. 
All of the other boards in this gen­ 
era! vicinity will have to *«rvl large 
quotas, with the exception of York 
City boards, numbers one and two. 
The four camps to which the men will 
be sent are Camp Meade, Admiral, 
Md.; Camp Lee, Petersburg, Virginia; 
Camp Greenleaf, Chickamauga; and 
Camp Humphreys, Belvoir, Virginia. 
It is not thought likely that there 
will now be another large draft until 
the latter part of June, so that it is 
entirely possible that the 21-year-olds 
will have been registered before that 
time. 
It is the plan to put these 
new registrants on the bottom of the 
list, however, so that they will not 
likely have to go for some little time. 
Pennsylvania’s quota for the second 
draft will be 541,703 men or about 40 
per cetvt of the men in Class I iji 
this state. 
The quota for the various 
districts will be made up later. The 
Adams County contingents that have 
left recently all apply on this coun­ 
ty ’s quota in the second draft.

One of the latest surveys of the 
Lincoln Highway is the one conducted 
under the auspices of the state cham­ 
ber of commerce by Paul Littlefield, 
general secretary, and 
F. R. Stevens, 
agricultural director. 
In their report 
Littlefield and Stevens say: 
“The Lincoln Highway, 
inspected 
recently by officials of the Pennsyl­ 
vania state chamber 
of 
commerce, 
from Gettysburg to Bedford, is in 
poor condition in many places, arui 
in need of immediate attention to 
prevent rapid deterioration. 
“ The road west of Gettysburg has 
a deep rut in the center. 
West of 
Chambersburg the old concrete center 
is in bad shape. Ruts in places extend 
continuously for hundreds of feet. The 
road here is not well maintained. 
“ Wrost of St. Thomas the holes look 
like miniature shell craters. 
West of 
Fort Louden and over the mountain 
ridges the stones are working up, the 
road often being bare of surface. 
“No attempt was'made to count all 
the bad spots, but 142 were noted, of 
which twenty five had been repaired 
or were being attended to. Only three 
stone rollers were observed at work, 
and west of Cashtown (Jap several 
bad spots exist right th front of the 
stone crusher. 
“ For a few stretches the roadbed 
was in good condition, but its condi­ 
tion in comparison with the William 
Penn highway from Huntingdon to 
Harrisburg is most unfavorable. 
“Only relatively few men were ob­ 
served at work on the Lincoln High­ 
way between Gettysburg and Bedford.

With the American Armies in Lor­ 
raine, May l l —The American artil­ 
lery in the sector north-west of Toul 
yesterday outguessed 
the 
Germans 
and completely frustrated a big at­ 
tack with gas shells and infantry on 
the line held by United States troops. 
The American gunners created a di­ 
version and permitted the French to 
execute a lightning-like raid into the 
Boche trenches where they captured 
twenty prisoners whor supplied infor­ 
mation that confirmed the Americans’ 
view of the German plans. 
It had been found earlier 
in

day that a 
great concentration 
of 
enemy gas projectors hail been made 
at a point from 
which 
they 
could 
pour a rain of the poisonous fumes 
on the part of the 
line 
where 
the 
Americans’ left wmg joined the right 
of the French. 
The Germans were almost 
ready 
to let go, when the American artil­ 
lery opened a terrific 
bombardment 
and wiped out the entire position 
at 
which the projectors had been locat­ 
ed. 
The Germans evidently thought 
this was an American barrage 
pre­ 
ceding an infantry action and they 
laid down a counter barrage over the 
American lines, 
entirely 
neglecting 
to cover the 
French 
who 
swarmed 
forward from their right wing, in­ 
vaded the German trenches and came 
back w’ith twenty captive*. 
The Americans repulsed the attack 
against their part of the line and the 
whole operation was entirely success­ 
ful.

Pleasure Trips Are Arranged for Men 
Who Get Seven-Day 
Furloughs— 
Free Transportation Provided for 
Men Who Spend Leave in Centers 
Selected by Army—Are Given Lib­ 
erty of Action. 


The fame of Samuel Larue, of New 
Freedom, York county, the “conscien­ 
tious objector”, bas reached France, 
and on account of now he had made 
eight appeals to various boards and 
one to President Wilson, for exemp­ 
tion from the draft, but must remain 
in the army, is given in the Conti­ 
nental Edition of the American Mail, 
published at Paris. 
It is a daily pa­ 
per and it claims to give all the news 
many hours in advance of any other 
English journal circulating 
on 
the 
European continent. 
Oscar‘W. Ziegler, of 
the ice and 
cold storage plant of the American 
expeditionary force in Franee, mailed 
this particular copy of the paper to 
Benjamin LaMotte, York, and in a 
marginal note, Ziegler wrote: “Ben 
they even know about your town over 
here.” 


Between three hundred and five hun­ 
dred American soldiers are arriving 
or leaving Aux-I.es Bums each day via 
trains. 
Smaller numbers are entering i 
aud leaving tim towns of C'hambery, J 
Challeg-les-Kuux and other places lu I 
the department of Savoie, which has 
been selected as the first great leave 
center of the American army. 
These 
soldiers are America’s first "perinls- 
slouaires” on general leuve. All of the 
first arrivals have been members of 
the first expedition to reach France, 
aud likewise the first to see active 
service In the trenches. 
The question of tubing care of men 
ou leave has been one of the most Im­ 
portant 
recreation 
problems 
with 
which the rutted States army has had 
to deal. 
After consulting with repre­ 
sentatives of the Young Men s Chris­ 
tian association ami other welfare or­ 
ganizations It was decided to expert* , 
incut with the scheme of selecting in 
turn 
various Interesting 
places 
in ! 
France to which the men could he sent. ! 
General orders were then Issued grant- j 
ing each officer and man tit France a 
leave of seven days, exclusive of travel 
time, once every four mouths. 
Free 
transportation 
is provided to men 
who spend their leave ta centers se­ 
lected by the army. 
Leave to Paris 
und other Cities in France outside Ute 
leuve urea Is only provided lu excep­ 
tional case*. 
Y. M. C. A. Takes Hold. 
When the army selected the depart­ 
ment of Savoie us the first leave ureu 
the Young Men’s t hrlstlaii association 
immediately begun to make arrange­ 
ments for the reception of tile melt. 
Arrangements were first made with 
hotel proprietors whereby they would 
open their hotels earlier than usual 
and reserve a certain percentage of 
their rooms for soldiers. All botels iii 
the department, which contracted with 
the Young Men’s Christian association 
to provide the nectsaury accommoda­ 
tions were divided into three classes, 
according to the rates to he charged. 
These rates were fix*sl at ll, l l and 17 
frunes a day for room and bourd, with 
the understanding that no tips were to 
he given by the men. 
Each hotel also 
agreed to tarnish tile men with u hot 
hath upon their arrival. 
At Atx-leg-Haln* the Young Men's 
Christian association lensed the big 
casino for lite exclusive use of the sol­ 
diers. 
This includes a large theater, 
assembly hall and reading, writing, 
billiard and game rooms.
